MISSTATEMENT OF FACTS 


Somebody wrote an editorial for our 
more or less ’steemed contemporary over 
between the barber shop and the cigar 
store, which is a good thing. They ought 
to get somebody to write one every once 
in a while. But this particular one is a 
distortion of facts so glaring that we will 
have to ‘‘call’’ it. 

It is a lame attempt to -boost the old
